Bro.  Ilagoon  was  one  of  a  type  of  preachers 
who  are  fast  leaving  us  -  itinerants  and 
evangelists,  who,  without  any  assurance  of 
salary  or  support,  would  go  into  new  fields 
for  the  extension  of  the  church  and  minister 
to  little  companies  unable  to  support  a 
pastor... 

He  held  pastorates  in  Coaticooke  and  Way  Mills,  P.Q. , 
Littleton,  1T.H.  (1884-1893)*  Franconia,  1T.H. ,  and 
Bristol,  Vt.  His  last  years  were  spent  on  a  small 
farm.in  South  Barnstead,  1T.H.,  not  far  from  Alton 
Bay.^  He  died  there  on  June  30*  19^6 »  of  diabetes. 

After  his  death,  his  wife  made  her  home  most  of 
the  time  with  her  daughter* s  family,  until  the 
latter* s  death  in  1925*  She  then  spent  her  last

dress  for  the  graduation  exercises.

He  married  May  Ellison  of  Sugar 
Hill,  P.H. ,  on  June  7t  1893 1  settled  in  Munches- 
ter,  P.H.  They  had  three  children:  Marion,  Ruth, 
and  Alma,  While  these  were  still  young,  his  wife 
died  and  he  married  Susan  Fowler  of  Blanches  ter. 
Children  of  the  second  wife  were  Carl  Chatman  and 
Frances,  For  some  years  Carl,  with  his  younger 
brother  Charles,  ran  a  grocery  store  in  Ihnchester, 
He  was  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  Alton  Bay 
Campmeeting  Association  all  of  his  life.  He  was 
manager  of  the  campground  store  for  many  years, 
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manager  of  the  grounds,  and  treasurer  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  from  1916  to  1945 .  He  was  secretary  of 
the  Advent  Christian  Publication  Society  from  1917 
to  194s.  Prom  ca.  1922  to  1949  he  was  the  execu¬

Leon  E.  Kagoon  was  born  in  ^lagog,  P.Q. ,  on  Dec¬ 
ember  23 »  1^70*  He  married  Sarah  C.  Whedon  of  l/hite- 
field,  1T.H. ,  on  Ilarch  19,  1893*  having  ridden  back 
and  forth  from  Littleton  on  a  bicycle  to  do  his 
courting.  He  was  an  ardent  cyclist  at  the  time, 
taking  trips  as  far  away  as  Ilontreal.  There  were 
two  daughters:  Caroline  and  Lillian.  After  his 
marriage,  he  was  a  city  policeman  in  ranches  ter  for 
a  time,  then  state  license  inspector.

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cord,  II*  H.,  living  with  her  Aunts  Ann  and  Clara* 

She  first  taught  school  in  Bristol,  Vermont.- While 
there  she  formed  a  lifelong  friendship  with  Miss 
Rosina  Parmelee.  They  never  met  again  in  later  life, 
but  exchanged  letters  several  times  each  year.  A 
similar  friendship  was  formed  by  Agnes  (Mrs.  Harry  E.) 
Spring.  In  1923  when  I  we nt  to  Aurora,  Illinois,  to 
college,  mother  mentioned  it  in  a  letter  to  Rosina, 
who  in  turn  wrote  to  Agnes  with  the  result  that  Agnes 
and  Harry  opened  their  home  to  me  during  the  four 
years  I  spent  in  Aurora  and  in  turn  have  been  life¬ 
long  friends.
